Blizzard gone 
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The 10 and three-quarter Inches of snow 
that fell on Antioch last week could not 
compare with the 'blizzard that hit town a 
couple of weeks ago. 

But it still caused a mess. 

Schools in town were closed and many 
. people found that jhey could not get to 
work, much less out of their driveway. , 

The village crew had~tci "make "a repeat'" 
performance of their diligent work of 
clearing all the snow away — for roads, 
parking lots and even sidewalks. 

Tom Robinson, official weather observer 
for the National Weather Service in 
Antioch reported that the snow started 
Tuesday night, with a five inch accumula- 
tion. 

On Wednesday, the day most people 
were stranded at home, three more inches 
were added. Friday one inch of the white 
stuff came down and on Saturday one and 
three-quarter inches of snow accumulated. 

Temperatures during the week ranged 
from a low of minus one on Friday morning 



to a high of 24 on Jan . 23 Robinson 
reported. 

Antioch is likely to be headed for the 
greatest snow accumulation in its recorded 
.history. 

The cost of removing it from the village*s 
streets and sidewalks from the last storm 
<Jan J. 13 to !») totaled S16.934. which 
~n^ludccnfie matelrtals/'com 
out, village labor and equipment time. 

Supt. of Public Works Walter Shepard 
said he does not have -the total yet for the 
cost of removing fast week's snowstorm. 

He said he will go with Village Clerk 
Marilyn Sterbcnz this Friday to a regional 
snow removal briefing at the Farm Bureau 
building in Gray slake to learn the pro- 
cedures for applying for. federal aid. 

Since President Carter declared Lake 
County a disaster area, the village could be 
eligible for reimbursement of two-thirds of 
the cost of the snow removal, but Shepard 
said they will try to determine if they can 
get federal aid at the meeting.

"Hopefully, we'll get some aid," he 
said. 

Village Clerk Marilyn Sterbenz added 
that she does not know yet whether the 
.village can receive any reimbursement for 
clearing away last week's snow. "I don't 
know yet- what the exact disaster, timing 
period was. Hopefully we can qualify >for

The public works department also had 
two big financial problems involving snow 
removal when two of its snowplows "died" 
last week. 

An engine in one of the plows had to be 
replaced at a cost of $1,181 and a 
transmission in another had to be put in for 
$650. 

Shepard said the public works depart- 
ment "still has to keep up with its other 
duties besides clearing away the snow. 

"We had two water mains broken during 
the week and Monday morning" another 
water line broke. That ties up three to four 
guys for half a day to fix it," he explained. 
"We have to do the ordinary things — 
the water and sewer system has to be 
. maintained also. Snow removal is over and 
above that. Since Wednesday we've had to 
hire additional help to get this snow 



cleared away," Shepard added. 

Fire Chief Todd Maplethorpe said there 
were no major fires during the week, 
although last Tuesday and Wednesday "it 
was the worst trying to get around." 

Police Chief Chuck Miller added that 
minor accidents this year areup about 120- 
percent from the same time last year.

Braddock said the station was out starting 
cars from 7 a.m. to 9 p.m. and had to deal 
with 40 to SO cars.

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Solving the village storm water drainage problem will be 
a "priority project" this year in Antioch, 'the village board 
decided. 

At a committee meeting Monday night, Trustee Vern 
Barnstable said. "I think we've all decided that the 
drainage is going to be our-No. 1 priority. How we're going 
to do it, that's the next thing." 

Village Engineer Frank Angelotti last week made four 
proposals to the board involving priority projects for the 
year. 

The board decided reditching Sequoit Creek from Rte. 
173 to Hillside Avenue, to control storm water flooding in 
the area, would be the most beneficial to the village. 

The cost of the project would be abbut $188,000. but the 
board said working toward that goal in increments would

be the most feasible solution. 

Mayor Mike Haley said. "What's so bad about doing it 
S50.000 at a tin>e?/^He said a retention^station east of the 
Soo Line railroad tracks could help solve the flooding 
problem, and suggested -that phase of the project could be 
relatively inexpensive. 

Supt. of Public Works Walt Shepard said. "We've got to 
get the water out of town." He suggested, to begin with! 
starting at the east end of the creek and working upstream 
to fix the flooding problem. 

Trustee Don Amundsen said the village has some money 
to work with, "but when we spend" it we're restricting 
other projects. We ma>! have to cut back on some o( our 
other, services or needs."

"It's a lot harder to deliver mail when you have to contend 
with drifting, plowing and shoveling" all the snow. 

"It's really quite a problem, especially in the rual areas, 
to have the boxes free for the drivers to get to." he 
explained. 

He said that in some cases, people haven't, had the 
opportunity to plow their boxes free. 

However, he said Antioch's village crew has been very 
busy and cooperative plowing roads. "They're trying to do 
their best." 

Van Heirseele noted that sometimes people work at 

V shoveling their mailboxes free, only to have the snowplows 

come by later and bury them once again, he added.

For those that live in rural areas, he said "if they know 
it's going to be a few days to get' to their, mailboxes, we'll 
be happy to hold it in the office here ion Orchard Street) so 
they can get their mail." 

"Otherwise, the rural carriers will take it out until the) 
can get through ."he added. 

Van Heirseele then pointed out. "What we need is a 
break in the weather for a week. We really haven't had a 
bre^k yet." 

"If the major snow stays away we can effectively deliver 
mail again." he added. 

"It's been a hard winter but overall the people .of 
' Antioch have been very ^ood about it."

Employees must still

Employes who do not receive their Wage and Tax 
Statements by Jan. 31. must still Tile by the tax deadline, 
the Internal Revenue Service said. 

To' avoid delay in mailing Wage, and Tax Statements, 
employes should furnish his or her employer with a current 
address, according to IRS. 

If employes do not receive their statements by the end of 
January, they should contact their employer first. 

After Feb. 15. they should contact their local IRS office 
in Chicago.

Congressman Robert McClory, R- 13th District, is giving 
strong support to Gov. Thompson's request' for an 
extension of the President's Emergency Declaration for a 
number of counties in Northern Illinois, including Lake 
County, due to the severe additional snowstorms which 
began late Tuesday, Jan. 23. 

The Federal Defense Assistance Administration.(FDAA) 
is not making any extension on. the basis of the storm 
during the last two days, but the request is .not officially 
denied. 

McClory said, "I understand the FDAA is holding the 
extension. request in the event continuing snowstorms in 
the next few days create what they consider sufficient 
severity to be considered an emergency. . 

"I'am very disappointed that an extension has not been 
immediately granted, but I will continue to work toward a 
further extension of the emergency declaration." 

Congressman McCiory continued, "Last Friday, Jan. 
19, 1 contacted the Director of the FDAA in support of the 
Governor's request that the Emergency Declaration be 
retroactive two days and extended until the snow could be 
removed. 

"As you know, due to interpretation of the law, FDAA 
found it impossible to make the Emergency Declaration 
retroactive, but a three-day extension was granted to Kane 
and Lake Counties and a one-day extension was granted to 
McHenry County, based on inspections to determine the 
length of time needed to complete snow removal of major 
access roads." 

"Since there is a problem related to legislation," 
_Cpj}gre.ssraanJwIcClory...continued»,. "today :%. inUoduced 
legislation in the U.S. House of Representatives to amend 
the Disaster Relief Act of 1974 so that the aid would be 
effective with the onset of. a disaster, and making this 
clarification of the law retroactive to- Jan. 1, 1979. 

"Similar legislation has been introduced in the Senate 
by Sen. Stevenson and Sen. Percy. - 

Congressman McClory said-, "1 have also requested of 
the Small Business Administration (SBA) and the Farmers 
Home Administration (FHAdmin.) that all. possible 
assistance be provided due to this emergency."

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Disaster Assistance Administration, hot from the law. The 
Disaster Assistance Act of 1974 does not defer federal 
assistance to the day on which the President signs the '" 
proclamation. 

The Congress intended to provide assistance during an 
emergency and certainly did not intend to set up an 
artificial and arbitrary scheme for measuring the onset of 
the emergency. 

The bill I am introducing would correct this inequity, h 
would make clear the intent of Congress that emergency 
assistance is available for the duration i ofthcemcrgency_ar__ 
major disaster, regardless of the day on which the 
President declares the existence of the emergency. 

The President's declaration, is inevitably delayed until a 
State has been able to compile the necessary information 
from its local communities arid to transmit its request. f 

The more serious the emergency, the more likelv the. 
iye&nxcj?ee^^ .compilation of data will be delayed because-bfficials ImUst

Officials of FDAA must then examine a State's requesi 
for assistance before conveying .it to the President. These 
procedures .invite' delay when local . communities are 
making the most intense and expensive efforts. 

Congress did not intend that aid for citizens in distress , 
would be conditioned on the timely completion ot 
bureaucratic formalities. 

This bill clarifies the obvious intent of Congress — to aid 
those in distress. 1 hope the Carter Administration will 
carry out the intent of Congress and obviate the need for 
this'bill. 



Statement by Senator Adlal

Mr. President: Last week, northern Illinois was.crippled 
by a blizzard which dumped 16 inches of snow on top of 17 
inches already on the ground. 

The storm started on Friday, Jan. 12. The snow stopped 
falling on Sunday, Jan. 14, and then resumed intermittent- 
ly through the end of the. week. Roads were impassable. 

Hundreds of businesses and schools were closed. 
Thousands Were cutoff from essential services...l.am. sure 
my colleagues saw television coverage of the desperate 
conditions in Chicago. In rural areas, farms were isolated 
and farmers were unable to reach and fecd.their livestock. 
On Tuesday, Jan. 16. President Carter declared a snow 
emergency in 22 counties in response to a request from 
^Illinois' Governor, filed on Monday night. Two additional

activities. 

Under present policies of the Federal Disaster 
Assistance Administration federal aid begins at 12:01 a.m. 
on the day of the President's declaration. 

However, many communities in Illinois mobilized on 
Saturday to clear the snow and accomplished much of the 
work before the emergency declaration went into effect on 
Tuesday. • 

By meeting the challenge with speed and efficiency, 
many of these communities removed enough snow to 
mitigate the threat to public health and safety but depleted 
their budgets and exhausted their capacity to conduct 
normal snow-related services for the remainder of the 
winter, 

These communities are not eligible for federal 
reimbursement for the work completed prior to 12:01 a.m. 
Tuesday under FDAA regulations. 

Despite their efficiency, they arc wrongly being denied 

assistance available to neighboring communities which 

were not able to.compleie snow removal before 12:01 a.m.

Farmers sustaining physical property- 
losses such as buildings, equipment and 
livestock or production losses may apply 
for Farmers Home Administration 
Emergency Loans at a 5 percent interest 
rate up to the amount of their actual 
losses. 

Additional loans needed to restore 
farms to operating conditions are avail- 
able at higher rates to those with 
qualifying losses. 

Applications for physical property - 
losses must be filed by Oct. 15. 1979 
and production Iqss applications must 
be filed by Jan. lo\>J80. 

Loans are available in designated 
counties- and in adjoining, counties. • 

Applications for Lake County* are 
being received at Farmers Home "Ad- 
ministration. 8108 Appleton Rd.. Belvi- 
dere. Ill 61008. where they will be 
screened.

Mrs. Margaret Gaston first came to 
Antioeh in 1926 when she and her husband 
Homer bought the Antioeh News. She had 
a lot of pep then. ' 

And now, 53 years . later, • as she 
celebrated her 90th birthday, on Jan. 21st - ; 
she still has quite a bit of pep. And 
independence. 

"I can still do a lot of things," she said, 
quite simply.^'*! do some cooking and 
cleaning. And I didn't quit driving until 1 
was 88." 

Mrs. Gaston, besides helping her hus- 
band on the business end of the Antioeh 
News, kept the newspaper going when he 
died in 19^3 and then finally sold it in 1971 
because shVwas ill. 



"It was a jobi but 1 Joyed* it," she 
admitted. 

Mrs. Gnston was originally from South- 
ern Illinois, the second oldest of 11 
children. She married' Homer Gaston in" 
1908 in Vinccnnes, Ind.- 

They first came to the northern section of 
the state in 191ft. "Homer was in the. 
printing business and he had an offer to 
buy the Richmond Gazette," she ex- 
plained. 

After churning out that paper for eight 
years, they came to Antioeh to- buy the 
newspaper there. 

IN A FRAME building on Main Street, 
Mrs. .Gaston "took care of the business for 
the Antioeh' News. ! would run down 
stories and write society news." she said. 




"1 didn't write news stories^ And I didn't 
write 'Annie Mae.' A lot of people thought 
I wrote .'Annie Mae,' but I didn't. We kept 
it a secret, though." 

"Betty Meyer," who was a crackcrjack 
at writing, wrote that column," she added 
. with a smile, "And lots of people bought 
the paper4,ust to read Annie Mae." 

Her husband Homer, "was a wonderful 
writer. H£ knew all about printing too." 

When Homer died at 60 years of age, 
Mrs. Gaston's oldest son Howard, who is 
now. retired in Naples, Fla., helped her. 
produce the paper. 

"A lot of people seemed to think Iwas 
doing fine," she noted. "Some didn't 
believe I could do all those things. 1 had a 
lot of pep." 
' , "I had fun on the paper and 1 had lots of 
friends." 

MRS. • GASTON ALSO belonged -to 
several community clubs, which kept her 
busy. She belonged to the United Metho- 
dist Church of Antioeh and was president 
of the Ladies* Society. Eastern Star and 
member of the Antioeh Women's Club. 

When Homer died, she said t "1 didn't 
give much thought to remarrying. I was too 
busy all the time. And once vou're really in 
love with somebody, you can't really love 
others. 1 never even thought " of such a 
thing." 

Besides Mrs. Gaston said she had lots of 
children, grandchildren, great grandchild- 
ren and even great-great grandchildren to 
keep her company. 

She had three sons and one daughter 
with Homer: Howard, who lives in Naples. 
Fla.. Robert who is retired in Mesa. Ariz.. 
Harold, who owns A & B Printing in 
Antioeh and Elizabeth, who passed away in 
1971. 




She also has 10 grandchildren, one of 
whom lives in Antioeh — Walt Shcpard. 
Who is superintendent of public works. She 
also has 20 great-grandchildren, five of 
whom arc Mr. and Mrs. Shepard/s: Kevin, 
Karen, Kathcrine, Kns anil Karla.'AU 
attend schools in Antioeh. 

She even has two little, great-great- ; 
grandchildren who live in Crystal, Lake. 
Josh and Heather K repel. 

BUY WHY DOES Mrs. Gaston stay in 
Antioeh, especially when she could be 
down south with her children enjoying the 
southern sunshine' instead of fighting this 
winter? 

"1 hated to give up my home." she 
explained. "We bought this house in 1941 
and I still like it. It's nice and roomy and 
there's lots of trees. Besides, the cold 
weather doesn't bother me. I'm not out in 
it much." 

She said when she first retired she drove 
away for the winter, visiting friends and. 
relatives .in California. Florida. and Ari- 
zona. Now she said she enjoys the winters 
in Antioeh. 

And she's only seen the snow this high 
one time before in the village. "And then it 
was so deep you couldn't see cars coming 
the other way. 

The village, she said, has changed, 
"immensely for the better. And 1 don't 
know how many times bigger. There were 
. 500 people when 1 first moved here." 

And since 1926. when she first moved to 
the village, the people have come to know 
and love the pretty and petite woman who 
could be the sweetest and kindest person in 
town. 

But she could also hold her own if she 
had to. 

Maybe that's why she was so successful.

^—Buried deep in most homeowner's insurance policies are 
/.liability coverages. 

These arc rarely explained to the person buying the 
insurance. Insurance companies hope we'll never use 
them, even when they could be used, 

I , want to talk • today about the medical payments 
coverage. It's usually either $500 or $1,000 per person 
injured and usually $25,000 per incident, if you have a 
party and the roof falls in, the company would pay lip to 
the smaller limit for each person and up to $25,000'for the 
whole group. 

You don't have to be sued for someone to collect on 
medical payments liability coverage. There is a separate, 
larger amount which covers liability in general. 

That type, where you do have to be sued, will be 
discussed in a separate column. 

MEDICAL- PAYMENTS coverage pays only for the 
medical treatment a person needs after he is injured under 
one of the following conditions: 

- He's hurt while on your property with your permission,

Let's say the mailman trips on your child's toy and 
twists his ankle. You can lake him to the hospital, have the 
ankle treated, and your homeowners's policy will pay for il v 
up to the medical payments limit (the $500 or $1,000). You " 
have to be en refill. 

Down in all the Tine print, all insurance companies put a 
clause that says they will not pay any amounts for liability . 
thai are "voluntarily paid by the Insured." 
. If you pay the hospital bill and send it to your insurance 
company, you will not get a dime. If the mailman pays the 
hill and the n sends il to the compam. he'll get 
reimbursed. 

All the insurance companies feel that paying the bill 
yourself would be like admitting guilt. Then, )\ the person 
does sue you later, you're in a very difficult position. 

Let me say again that 1 am not a lawyer. Specific 
questions oh this matter should be directed to your 
insurance agent or broker, or to your attorney.
